Too Murh Attention 
“My little boy does not lack 
attention. It Is more apt to be 
too much attention as we babied 
him due to the colic. He plays well 
during tile day and takes a nap 
every afternoon, but even this 
nap is interrupted several times. 
I myself get so little sleep that 
it has affected my nerves.! have 
tried being patient at night when 
he wakes up. and have rocked 
him on occasions to quiet him. I 
! have tried spanking him, when 
! It seemed to m e lie was Just cry- 
1 ing for attention. He stays a ra k e 
from five minutes to half an 
hour ” 
Here was my reply In part: 
While Dad Is home he should 
take more rare of this baby, even 
i care for him at night. The child 
j should be in easy hearing dls- 
tanee so that when he awakens 
he can hear a reassuring voice or 
even feel a pat or touch of a ten­ 
der hand. Hut it Is very doubtful 
whether he should be taken up 
and rocked. It may be necessary 
to let him cry himself back to 
j sleep, which for a while will he 
costly to him and you. But I see 
no s^n.sc in spanking him for 
crying. Just quit rewarding him 
for It. 
Try harder by day to provide 
him with a serene and happy 
family atmosphere, with voices 
I low and tender and radio silent 
most of the time. Hy day cuddle 
him often, sing to him and rock 
him. o f most importance for 
solution of this problem is tile 
cultivation of affection anil com­ 
panion. hip bet ween you and your 
husband and .serenity in yourself.

WHILE sleep problems with j 
most children under three or four ! 
concern getting them to sleep at 
bedtime, some babies and young 
children often awaken during the 
night. However, most of those 
th at awaken often in the night, 
also fight sleep at bedtime. Usu- ; 
ally they have been patted or 
teetered in bed or rocked to sleep I 
then put Into bed and sometimes 
taken up and rocked to sleep aft cr 
they have been put to bed. 'My 
bulletins, “Sleep Problems: Their 
Prevention and Cure” and “The 
Nervous Child,” may be had In I 
a stamped envelope sent me In 
care of this paper.) 
When the young child awakens 
often in the night there may be 
physical causes needing the a t­ 
tention of the physician, such as 
breathing obstructions, digestive 
disturbances, earache or other 
physical causes which only a 
physician is equipped to diagnose 
and treat. Sometimes it may be 
hunger, in which rase there p r e t- ! 
ty surely are related eating and 
diet problems during the day. 


Emotional Problems 
Frequent waking at night often j 
grows out of emotional problems 
by day. Then, of course, tempo­ 
rary disturbances such as teeth­ 
ing ran set going some habits of 
waking and wanting attention, 
which habit* may persist long 
after the physical causes have 
disappeared. Of her youngest 
child 18 months old (with an old­ 
er brother 2>a> a mother writes:

The*# 
railroads are tile New York C entral, 1'urm- 
•ylvnnia, Santa Fe, and Soutliern. 
Tim union claim th a t a second fireman 
ii needed on gro u n d s ol safety is sheer 
hypocrisy. Safety has been dragged into 
this dispute only in an unauccesaful effort 
to give a cloak of respect ability to vicious 
feather-bedding demand*. 
After n careful study of tin* firs! de­ 
mand* of thin union, a (‘residential Fact 
Finding Bourd on Muy 21, 1943, reported 
to President Roosevelt th a t there was no 
need for an e x tra firem an on diesel 
locomotives. 
Again, on Septem ber 19, 1949, after a 
second healing on the union leaders* de­ 
mand*, a second Board report**! to I’resi­ 
dent T rum an th at: "there presently exmts 
no need for ah additional firem an. . . upon 
eitlier Hie ground of safety or th a t of 
efficiency and economy of operation."

“ Upon careful analyst* of the data 
submitted on safety, we have con* 
eluded that no valid reasons have 
been shown a* a support for the 
Brotherhood proposal under which a 
fireman would be required to be at all 
time* continuously in the cab of road 
diesels. The proposal must be re­ 
jected.”
